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CURRENT NOTES. 
Fee for Cremation Certificates in Scot!and. 
In September last the Edinburgh Crematorium, Limited, 


issued a circular to medical practitioners of not less than 
five years’ standing, inviting them to apply for inclusion 
in the list of practitioners entitled to sign the confirmatory 
certificate, and adding this note: 

“In 1927, at the request of the cremation authorities, a special 
English Medical Board compiled a list of those recommended for 
appointment. The practitioners included in it signified their 
willingness to grant the second certificate when called upon, and 
to accept as remuneration the usual fee charged for a_ first 
professional visit. It is hoped that you also will accept the 
appointment on this understanding.” 


The Edinburgh and Leith Division at once took up the 
matter and arranged for an interview with the directors 
of the crematorium. The resuit of the interview appears 
in the following letter, dated November 25th, which has 
heen received by the Scottish Medical Secretary from the 
Edinburgh Crematorium, Limited : 

“T enclose herewith copy of a circular which was issued to 
practition. vs throughout Scotland, asking those who were of five 
years’ standing to “apply for appointment as doctors entitled to 
sign the confirmatory certificate for cremation. As the result of 
inquiries made by some of the Edinburgh and Leith practi- 
tioners, a meeting was arranged between representatives of the 
executive of the Edinburgh and Leith Divisien of your Associa- 
tion and our directors, at which it was agreed that the fee to 
be charged for such certificates should be the usual fee for a 
soul and conscience certificate. This, I understand, is £1 1s. In 
case of any inquiries from members "of your Association reaching 
you regarding the fee to be charged, I shall be glad if you will 
state the above arrangement.” 


Insured Persons and Evidence of Uremployment. 

One of the provisions of the National Health Insurance 
Act of 1928 is that if an insured: person proves in respect 
of any period that he was available for, but unable to 
o.tain, employment, he no longer suffers a reduction or 
suspension of benefits because he was in arrears with his 
contributions during that period. . Approved societies 
require evidence of such unemployment, which in 


cases takes the form of the insured person having his 
contribution card franked at- an employment exchange, 
thereby proving genuine unemployment, even if he. does 
hot come within the scope of the Unemployment Insurance 
In other cases where members of societies 


Act. 
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to secure franking of their contribution card at an employ- 
ment exchange, the approved societies require a signed 
declaration from the member to the effect that although 
genuinely available for work the applicant was unable to 
obtain employment, and in addition require, on the same 
form, a declaration by a justice of the peace or professional 
man (such as a barrister, solicitor, doctor) or a householder, 
to the effect that to the best of his knowledge and belief the 
insured person’s declaration on the same form is a true 
statement of facts. Insurance practitioners should be 
aware that it is not part of their obligations under their 
agreement with their insurance committee to fill up the 
forms in question, and doubtless in many cases they will 
feel that they are unable conscientiously to do so. 


Insurance Practitioners and Treatment of Varicose Veins 

by Intravenous Injaction. 

The Minister of Health has recently added sterilized solu- 
tions for intravenous injection for the treatment of vari- 
cose veins to the drugs and appliances covered by the 
capitation fee paid to doctors who dispense for their in- 
sured patients. Dispensing doctors who supply any such 
sterilized solution in future will be paid therefor on the 
basis of the drug tariff.

A ‘November 22nd, when Mr. G. E. Larxs of Ipswich gave a 
Jecture on the injection treatment of varicose veins. 

Mr. Larks recounted the history of this treatment since its 

‘gination in 1853, with special reference to the advances made 

Genevrier and Sicard, who introduced quinine and urethane, 


by well as sodium salicylate. The condition might be due to 
ongenital weakness of the valves; io back pressure, due to 


or standing; to organic back pressure from some deep 
; or to cardiac inefficiency. Mr. Larks said the 
‘advantage of quinine and urethane was that, if a slough was 
caused, it was smaller than that formed by sodium salicylate. 
Moreover, it was analgesic and antiseptic, while sodium salicylate 
roduced a cramp after half a minute, but in a strength of 
per cent. acted more powerfully. The technique of the opera- 
tion was then described, and it was mentfoned that even large 
uchings could be safely treated by first ne the fluid 
above them, and then a week or so later dealing with the pouches. 
In selecting cases all organic back pressures must be excluded, 
and acute phlebitis be allowed to subside completely before 
injecting. Discussing complications, Mr. Larks said that embolism 
was so very rare as to be almost negligible, but idiosyncrasy to 
uinine or the salicylates was possible, Local ssible com- 
plications included sloughing, periphlebitis, phlebitis, . oedema, 
recanalization, and the fresh formation of veins; the treatment 
required in each case was detailed. It was mentioned that in 
injecting the varicose veins with an accompanying ulcer, great 
care must be taken to clean the latter as effectively as possible, 
after which the fluid should be introduced into the veins in the 
base of the ulcer and around its margin. 
_ A good discussion followed, numerous questions being asked and 
answered. A hearty vote of thanks to Mr. Larks terminated the 


meeting.

Relation of the Medical Profession to Voluntary and 
State Hospitals. 

Sir,—For generations the governors and visiting medical 
staffs of voluntary hospitals have laboured for the provision 
of medical services for ‘‘ the sick poor,”’ giving of their best 
both in knowledge and moncy. One result of this attitude 
has been that these hospitals have become part of the life 
of each member of the visiting staff; every detail that 
affected the hospital has been a subject of their anxious 
concern. Groups of interested persons, and then the State, 
have gradually brought about another situation. The volun- 
tary governors and the visiting medical staff no longer have 
unlimited control of these hospitals, yet they have still a 
lingering concern for things that were. The policy of the 
British Medical Association would seem to have been 
framed from that point of view. 

The State, groups of workpeople, companies engaged in 
insurance work, employers of labour, conductors of insur- 
ance schemes have all now obtained a hold over these institu- 
tions. Advice from governors and members of the visiting 
medical staffs as to how best these institutions should be con- 
ducted is often declined. For good or ill the old authorita- 
tive and privileged position of these two groups is gone; 
there is a danger that they will be cut out of the picture 
entirely in time. ‘ His Majesty’s subjects have asserted 
themselves,’ and the voluntary hospitals can come in on 
equal terms with the State institutions, but no longer in 


a protected position. We see State hospitals arising side 
by side with the voluntary hospitals, equally well-equipped 
and up-to-date. The lists are being cleared to determine 
the issue between them. Is it to be co-operation or 
destructive competition? If the latter, then eventually 
the voluntary hospital is bound to be wiped out. Provision 
in full, and on the latest scientific-lines, has to be found 
by the State for all illnesses and diseases; no longer for 
the “sick poor.’”? So says the Local Government Act, 1929, 
and we have been told “ to get rid of the various scales 
of riches and poverty.” 

Old traditions die hard, and governors and members of 
their visiting staffs are heard talking in a manner that 
presupposes the continued existence of the old relations 
between themselves and the people. Their reluctance to look 
forward will hamper the voluntary hospitals in the diffi- 
cult period before them. But what about the position of 
the medical profession? Does it appreciate that an efficient 
hospital service is a much bigger thing than the voluntary 
hospital? That in the days to come the profession should 
take up an impartial position? That in order that its 
advice may prove accepiable it shouid dissociate itself from 
any partisan attitude? If this is not done then the advice 
of the profession on matters peculiarly within its province 
is likely to be suspect as being influenced by motives other - 
than those of a scientific body desirous of preventing and 
curing disease. 

A consideration of the situation as it is in the education 
world—with its provided, non-provided, public, and small 
private schools-—might assist the medical profession at this 
juncture to visualize the future and to determine its posi- 
tion in relation to institutional medical treatment (State 
hospitals, voluntary hospitals, private patient hospitals, 
nursing homes). The teachers are contractors to their 
respective governing bodies, Their concern is that the 
terms and conditions under which they perform their duties 
are satisfactory and such as will allow of reasonable success. 
They are not concerned about the income limits of the 
parents; the means by which the children get under 
their care, whether by direct payment, part-payment, or 
insurance; whether the schools ‘‘ pay ’’ or ‘‘ do not pay ”’; 
and certainly they do not base their remuneration on a 
percentage gamble of all receipts that may come into the 
coffers of the respective boards. Should not members of the 
medical profession—for they also are contractors—take up 
a like position of detachment? From time to time dogmas 
require to be restated in the language of the age, placing 
the emphasis in the right place. This restatement does 
not necessarily involve any giving away of fundamental 
principles. Is it not possible in our Hospital Policy to 
differentiate between those fundamental principles which 
affect the profession and those which are matters of advice . 
to the governing bodies of the institutions themselves and 
really are not our concern? What concern is it of the 
medical profession, as such, that an intelligent body seems 
io be giving ninepence for fourpence, when it could secure 
the ninepence, preferring to pay its debts with tin-foil? 
Cannot we confine ourselves to securing that science must 
be free; that the individuality of the profession and of its 
members must be allowed full play; that we are consulted ; 
that adequate representation be given on all bodies formed 
to deal with medical questions; that the remuneration and 
other terms and conditions attached to our service should 
be such as the profession approves? If the desirability of 
this attitude in relation to the various institutions is con- 
ceded, can the Association’s Hospital Policy be recast or 
must we ask for a new one? 

It seems to be high time that something was done. The 
profession in some areas is at work trying to determine how 
it can adjust itself to the new condition of things, and how 
it can retain in the hands of general practitioners and 
private consultants and specialists, services which, through 
its inertia, will easily slip into whole-time appointments. 
In the majority of areas we seem to be asleep. The Associa- 
tion, in every county and county borough area, very shortly 
will be asked, Where is your scheme for the provision, for 
all diseases and illnesses, of domiciliary attendance, public 
consultation centres, and beds with unrestricted medical 
staffs at readily get-at-able distances for all; what proof

Scope of Medicai Benefit. 

Smr,—I. am rebellious! IT have within the last few days 
received a letter from my Insurance Committee informing me 
that, by agreement between the Ministry of Health and the 
Insurance Acts Committee, solutions for intravenous injection 
of varicose veins have been added to the Drug List. In other 
words, the Insurance Acts Committee has agreed with the 
Ministry’s contention that this form of treatment is a service 
which properly comes within the range of Medical Benefit. 

[ protest! Is it not time that the Insurance Acts Committee 
carried out the function for which it is elected—namely, to 
represent the insurance practitioner, not the Ministry of Health 
nor the insured person in the guise of approved societies, both 
of which are perfectly able to look after themselves? I some- 
times wonder if the Insurance Acts Committee really reflects 
the opinion of the great mass—the rank and file—of panel 
doctors, or if it merely labours under a delusion, because the 
majority of us are apathetic and docile, and, like the eamel, 
take each addition to the lead without complaint until, finally, 
the last straw is put upon our backs. 

During recent years imposition after imposition has been 
added to the duties of insurance practitioners without, appa- 
rently, any resistance, or even protest, from the Committee. 

would merely instance vaccination and this latest addition. 
If there were any accompanying demand made for extra 
remuneration ene would not object to the extra work. But 
it. seems to me that the Ministry has oniy to suggest that, 
surety, such-and-such a service is within the capacity of the 
ordinary general practitioner, for the Insurance Acts Committee 
to be touched on its weak spot—its dignity—and to agree. 

It seems to me to be highly desirable that the Insurance 
Acts Committee should immediately develop a spirit of trucu- 

-lence, and should flatly decline to agree to extra duties 
suggested by the Ministry unless there be an accompanying 
reasonable increase in the present capitation fee, which even

LONDON INSURANCE PRACTITIONERS’ DINNER. 
THe tenth annual dinner and dance arranged by the London 
Panel Committee was held at the Criterion Restaurant on 
December 5th, with Dr. H,. J. Carpate, chanman of the Panel 
Committee, presiding. 

In giving the toast of ‘‘ The Panel Cominittee,’”? Dr. R. E. 
Crosse of the Ministry of Health said that in his official work 
he had found insurance practitioners in all sorts of troubles 
and awkward positions simply because they were in ignorance 
of the various regulations whereby the work was governed. 
The Panel Committee was to be regarded as a kind of pro- 
fessional ‘* father,’’ which should be upheld and regarded even 
when the advice it gave was, as semetimes happened with 
fathers, not quite what had been »xpected. Dr. Crosse men- 
tioned that he thought his own connexion with the Panel Com- 
mittee probably went further back than that of anybody 
present. When the first Local Medical Committee for London 
was established there was no machinery for its election, and it 
devolved upon him, as secretary of the Metropolitan Counties 
Branch of the British Medical Association at that time; to 
conduct the election and to preside cver the first meeting of 
the committee until the chairman was appointed. He recalled 
the names of some of those who had guided the work from the 
beginning, first of all, of course, Dr. Cardale, ‘“ who had 
guided the footsteps of the infant in the right way, curbed 
its impetuosities, and no doubt, in the secret recesses of the 
committee room, spanked it when it needed spanking, probably 
getting severely scratched in the process.” 

Dr. A. F. Heap, treasurer of the committee, spoke of the 
good fellowship and cordiality which was invariably in evidence 
at the committee and at its subcommittees. The toast of 


“* The Guests ’* was proposed by the CHAIRMAN, who said with 
what pleasure the committee welcomed Mr. Michael Heseltine 
of the Ministry of Health, and Mr. T. B. Layton, the new 
chairman of the London Insurance Committee, the first medical 
man to hold that office, and himself an old member of the 
Panel Committee, who had done yeoman work as treasurer and 
in other capacities. 


Mr. who spoke of himself as a clerk,’ 
all sensible clerks who were interested in the business from 
beginning felt a reverence for the traditions and the racti 
of the medical profession at its best, and he hoped that Spirit 
would continue to govern their relations, whether those rela. 
tions were pleasant, as they usually were, or unpleasant, ay 
they must occasionally be. If he was thought of as the 

‘* despot,’’ he would explain that he was really only a 

in wolf’s clothing, and, on the whole, he hoped, a Sheep “ ag 
white as a tariff bandage.”’ 

Mr. B. Layvon, chairman of the London Tnsurance Cop. 
mitiee, said that if he was going to be cf any "se im his ney | 
position it was because of the experience he had had on the 

ane! Committee. Dr. Crosse. had spoken of the repulations 

that governed this work. Here the speaker felt that there was 
a serious defect in? medical education, Since 1912 there aq 
arisen a new type of medicine; it was not simply clinical 
-medicine, or public health, or personal hygiene, ut it was 
national ixsurance work, with a certain technique of its own, 
Yet students were turned out absolutely ignorant of it, No 
that students could be taught all the rules and regulations that 
would govern their work when they became insurance practi. 
tioners; practice was the only way. But he certainly t ought 
that medical education might instil into the student before he 
was qualified some appreciation of this subject. 


INSURANCE ADMINISTRATION. 
THE Minister of Health received a deputation, on December 
6th, from the National Conference of Friendly Societies. The 
deputation, which was introduced by the president,-My, J, 
Lewis, drew attention to a number of points relating to the 
administration of health and pensioits insurance and, in par. 
ticular, urged the abolition of the means test and the extension 
of voluntary insurance, and asked that the Exchequer cop. 
tribution to health insurance, which was reduced by the 
Economy Act of 1926, should be restored to its original pro. 
portion. The president, in thanking the Minister for receiving 
the deputation, expressed the hope that nothing would be done 
to infringe the definite principles of insurance upon which the 

existing health insurance schemes were based. Es 
The Minister said, in reply, that the questions of the 
abolition of the means test and the extension of voluntary 
insurance were, of course, outside the scope of the Pensions 
Bill, which had that same day received Royal Assent. They 
were, however, matters which would naturally come up for 
consideration in connexion with the géneral survey of national 
insurance schemes in which the Government was engaged. He 
could assure the deputation that the object of the survey was 
to inquire into the possibility of improving and extending, and 
certainly not of weakening the insurance principles of, the 

present insurance schemes. 


WARWICKSHIRE PANEL AND LOCAL MEDICAL 
COMMITTEE. 

Ar a well-aitended meeting of this commiitee; held ai Leamington 
on November Tih, with Dr. H, Mains in the chair, reference was 
inade to a fund being established te perpetuate the memory of 
the late Dr. William Cook of Water Orton, who for many years 
took an active part in the promotion of national health insurance 
medical organization. The memorial is to take the form of the 
dedication of a bed at the Womci’s Hospital, Sparkbrook, 
Birmingham. The committee voted a donation of 25 guineas to the 
memorial fund. Dr. C. R. Lunn of Olton gave a detailed report 
of the recent Panel Conference in London. _ 

Intimation was received that the Warwickshire Insurance Com- 
mittee had represented to the Minisiry of Health that stovilized 
solutions for intravenous injection in the treatment of varicose 
veins should be included in the appendix to the local distribution 
scheme. Arrangements were made for the consultation of the 
Pharmaceutical Committee with a view to the introduction of the 
National Formulary for use in Waiwickshire from January Ist 
next. A special appeal was authorized to be issued to all practi- 
tioners now compiling: statistical daia for the Insurance Acts 
Committee the volume of insurance medical practice, 
urging that this good work should be continued in 1930, and an 
effort was made io obtain further velunteers to complete the 
local quota, which had been proving a matter of difficulty. 

A representative reported the contents of a notice issued by 
a large works’ friendly and approved society to its members, 
stating that it could not for the present continue iis scheme for 
providing medical treatment for the dependanis of members. At 
the foot of this notice was a second notice headed ‘‘ To insured 
ersons,’ stating that insured patients could change their doctor 
. giving notice without reason to the Insurance Commitice. The 
Panel Committee being aware that the doctor who had previously 
been in the contract service of the society in question had a list 
of insured patients, including moma | members of the health insur- 
ance side of this society, whom he was willing to continue to 
attend as insured persons, took the view that the doctor might 
be seriously prejudiced by such gratuitous and unwarranicd adviee, 
and resolved to make representations to the Ministry of Health 


accordingly.

WINTER SESSION. 


INQUIRIES CONCLUDED. 
Alleged Advertising. 
Tue Council considered a case, to which its:aitention had been 
drawn. by. the Bombay Medical Council, in which’ Ratilal Shivlal 


“Shah, registered (Colonial List} as of Rajkot, India, was sum- 


moned on the charge that he had advertised for the purpose cf 


obiaining paticnis or promoting his own professional advantag-. 


It was stated that he had done this by the issue of leaflets, by 
certain titles which he had given to his home or dispensary, and 


by inserting or sanctioning the insertion in a Gujarati paper of 


an advertisement of certain. medicines concocied by him, and of a 
portrait of himself with a laudatory notice. 

Dr. Shah did not attend, but he was represented by Mr. H. F. 
Parfitt, solicitor. 

The Council’s solicitor having laid the facts before the Council, 
and Mr. Parfitt having addressed it on behalf of Dr. Shah, the 
Council decided not to proceed further with the case at the present 
juncture, ou the ground that the materials -for a decision were 
insufficient. The case was put back to November of next year, the 
Bombay Medical Council being asked in the meantime to furnish 
further evidence, and Dr. Shah to say anything further that he 


might desire. 


Charge of Canvassing Broaks Down. 

The case of Dr. Nagib Iskander, registered as of Hall Green, 
Birmingham, was considered. It was alleged that he had can- 
vassel certain persons by means of agents, ang in particular five 
women, who were named. The complainanis were Drs. V. .A. 
Goldman, P. Carroll, and C. C. Blair. Dr. Iskander atiended, 
and was represented by Mr. Davis, solicitor. Five statutory 


-declaraiions were read from the women mentioned in the charge, 
-but none of them was present, whereupon the President, having 


consulted the Legal Assessor and the Council, announced that there 
was no evidence connecting the charges, as set out in the notice 
of inquiry, wiih Dr. Iskander. The case was therefore dismissed. 


Convictions for Misdemcanour. : 

The Council considered the case of Dr. Donald McGregor Stewari, 
registered as of Nantymoel, Glamorgan, who was summoned to 
appear on the charge that he had been convicted on six occasions 
at the Bridgend Petty Sessions for drunkenness or for the use 
of indecent language, and once at Ysirad police court for using 
indecent Janguage. 

Dr. Stewart appeared on his own behalf. 

The Council's solicitor handed in copies of ithe convictions, and 
said that the Council might ask why there had been so many 
convictions before the respondent was brought before the Council. 
This was because the first four, which related to dates in 1926. 
1927, and 1928, were reporte! in a buneb. Dr. Stewart was 
warned, bui there followed a further conuvietion. As for the 
charges of using indecent language, as “ indecent language" was 
a term capable of many different meanings, he had written to 
the chief constable for further information; that information he 
had had circulated among members of the Council, but he hoped 
he would not be required to read it, for he did not remember 
any recorded case of a medical man using such language as this. ~ 

Dr. Stewart read a statement in his own defence. He was 
in active service during the whole of the war, and afterwards he 
practised in connexion with certain medical aid societies in’ a 
collicry district. He alleged that there was an organized move- 
ment to get him out of the practice. Three of the charges were 
made against him by the same constable, and since that constable 
had left the district that trouble had ceased. When a person 
appeared in the same police court more than once there was a 
tendeney io assume he was guilty before he was heard. He 
aliributed much of the trouble to extreme irritability, from which 
he still suffered owing to the effects of a severe accident. He 
gave an assurance to the Council that he would be a_ total 
abstainev in future, and that there should be nothing to complain 
about his behaviour. 

Mr. Henry Lewis, clerk to the Glamorgan Insurance Committee, 
testified that Dr. Stewart, who was an izsurance practitioner in 
his area, had appeared before the Medical Service Subcommittee 
on more than one occasion in connexion with these convictions, 
but alihough the chairman of the Insuranee Committee was one 
of the senior members of the bench of magistrates before whom 
Dr. Stewart appeared, the commiitee had not felt justified in 
erasing his name from the jist. This was the more noteworthy, 


because more names had been erased from the medical list in 


Glamorgan for various reasons than from all the other areas in 
Wales put together! He.did not appear in his official capacity, 
but he had the permission of his chairman to make this statement. 
He added that there were no other complaints than those arising 
out of the convictions which had come before the Medical Service 
Subcommittee. 

The Council, after deliberating in camera, found the convictions 
proved, but in order to give Dr. Stewart an opportunity of recon- 
sidering his habits and conduct, decided to postpone judgement 
until November of next year, at which time Dr. Stewart would 
be required to appear and to produce the usual testimonials as to 
his habits and conduct in the interval. 
Dr. Stewart repeated his assurances to the Council. 


The Council next considered the case of Dr. John Joseph Macabe, 
registered as of Brunswick Street, Chorlton-on-Medlock, who was 
summoned on the charge that on April 3rd last he was convicted 
at Manebester City police court of being drunk and incapable. 
Dr. Macabe did not appear, but a medical certificate was put in 
sialing that he was suffering from general septicaemia, was a 
paticnt in a Manchester hospital, and totally incapacitated from 
travelling. 
The Council's solicitor stated that in 1927 Dr. Macabe was 
brought before the Council on five similar convictions, and was 
put on probation for one year. He gave assurances to the Council 
at that time as to his future conduct. 
In a letter Dr. Macabe said that for cighteen months he had 
taken no intoxicating liquor, and had taken very little on the 
occasion which led to the recent conviction. He had resolved to 
take no more in future. 

The Council found the fact of the further conviction proved, 
and directed the Registrar to erase from the Register the name 
of John Joseph Macabe. 


The next case was that of Dr. John Caldwell Fergusson, regis- 
tered as of Northgate Street, Chester, who was summoned on the 
charge that on August 6th last he was convicted at Hull police 
court of the misdemeanour that, being a person authorized to 
supply preparations, he unlawfully did not keep, -in accordance 
with the Dangerous Drugs Regulations, a regisier and enter 
therein true particulars with respect to every quantity of a 
certain preparation—one- pound of tincture of opium, and on 
another cceasion six ounces of liq. morphine hyd.—obtained by him, 
On each of the two offences he was fined two guineas or twenty- 
nine days’ imprisonment, and three guineas costs. 

Dr. Fergusson did not appear in person, and a certificate was 
put in stating that he was too ill to travel. A very long letter 
was read from him explaining the circumstances of the conviciion. 
The letter was read by the Council’s solicitor, and was for the 
most part unheard in the press gallery,: but it was understood 


| that it pleaded extenuating circumstances due to ill health. He 


had suffered severe injury on war service; but he maintained that 
his conviction was illegal, that he did keep a register as laid down 
in the Dangerous Drugs Act, but was convicted because he did not 
keep a record of preparations which were exempt from being 
recorded. The magistrate, who “did not know the Act,” would 
not admit that certain weak mixtures of tinct. opii or some 
preparations such a lotio plumbi oxid. did not need to be regis- 
tered. He had lacked the necessary means to secure legal defence. 

After the Council had deliberated in camera, the Presment 
announced iis decision as follows : 

“With regard to the case of John Caldwell Fergusson, I have to say 
that the Council does not see fit to direct the erasure of his name from 
the Medical Register.” . 


Alleged Improper Relations: Case Dismissed, 

he Council considered the case of Dr. Frederick Howard Prait, 
registered as of Brownhill Road, London, 8.E., who was summoned 
on the charge that he had abused his position as a medical man 
by having intimate relations at his surgery at Stondon Park, 
Lewisham, and elsewhere, between May and November, 1928, with 
a married woman (named), with whom he stood in professional 
relationship. 

The complainant was ihe husband, who was represented by 
Mr. J. A. T. Good, solicitor. Dr. Pratt was represented by 
Mr. Lawrence Vine, counsel, instructed by Mr. Denton Rowe, 
solicitor. 

The lady in question gave evidence to the Council, stating that 
in October, .1927, her husband went to Dr. Pratt’s surgery and 
was treated by him. Later she had occasion to see Dr. Pratt 
on her own account, and he ordered her light treatment, which 
was administered by Mrs. Pratt. After she had seen him a 
number of times he kissed her, and later made improper sug- 
gestions io her, and misconduct took place, generally at his 
surgery, once at his own house, and on two or three occasions at 
her house. She admitted writing him endearing letters while he 
was on holiday and at other times. Following some estrangement, 
she told her husband the circumstances, and he, it was alleged, 
asked Dr. Pratt to come round to the house, when Dr. Pratt 
admitted what had taken place, but said that it had cnly happened 


five times. The husband gave Dr. Pratt a month to clear out 
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of the neighbourhood; she herself had becn anxious to shield 
the doctor, for whom she confessed a great affection, from the 
Geveral Medical Council. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Vine, the wiiness strongly denied that 
dicing the period covered by the charge she was in a highly 
neurotic condition, or that she was visiting the doctor, telephoning 
_him, and pestering him almost daily. She admitted that she had 
never received a single letter from the dcctor in response to the 
number she had written him. She denied the suggestion by 
counsel that from beginning to end she had concocted the story. 

The complainant gave evidence supporting his wife’s testimony 
so far as her confession to him and Dr. Pratt’s avowal of the 
intimacy were concerned. He admitted that his wife was highly 
strung. 

Dr. Prait, giving evidence on his own behalf, stated that he 
had treated the woman for a condition for which she had sub- 
sequently to undergo an operation in hospital. She afterwards 
engaged him for her confinement, which took place in November, 
1228. Up to May of that year she scemed to be more or less 
normal, ‘but after that time she gol very anxious abou 
_her confinement. He first noticed something abnormal about 
the seventh month of pregnancy. She began to come round to 
the surgery very frequently, and her consiant remark was, 
“Oh, dcctor, I am so worried about this baby.’ She kept coming 
‘more and more, writing letters, and telephoning. In the month 
after her confinemeni, which took place in a nursing home, he 
was called round to her house, and found her in a_ highly 
hysterical condition—she was beside herself, weeping, and shouting, 
and clutching at the woman who was in the room with her. Two 
or three days later he was called again, and found her in a 
similar condition. It was then that the accusations were made. 
There was not one word of truth in them from beginning to end. 
She continued to pesicr him, and on one occasion, when she 
followed him on an oimnibus, he had to call in the aid of the 
police. Dr. Pratt also strongly denied the statement of the 
husband that he had admitted intimacy. When the threat was 
made that the matter would be brought to the General Medical 
Council, he, knowing the entire baselessness of the charge, said 
that he would let matiers take their course. 

Evidence in support of Dr. Pratt was given by Mrs. Prait, and 
by a Mrs. Hooper and a Mrs. Smith, who had overheard a con- 
versation between Dr. Pratt and the lady, in which the Jaiter 
had made certain suggestions, offering to drop the charge if 
Dr. Pratt would undertake the education of the woman’s baby 
(there was no suggestion of Dr. Pratt’s paternity). Mrs. Smith also 
teslified that she heard the docior say, ‘‘ You know, Mrs. ——, this 
is wholly untrue.” 

After closing speeches on behalf of the parties, tle Couneii 
considered the case in camera. Later the President announced 
the decision as follows : 


“Mr. Pratt: I have to announce that the facts alleged against you’ 


in the rotice of inquiry have not been proved to the satisfaction of 
the Council. The case is therefore dismissed.’ 


Association in the Sale of a Scerct Remedy. 

The Council considered on November 28th and 29ih ihe case of 
Dr. John Forrest Hamilion, registered as of Mexborough, who 
appeared on the following charge : 

1. You have associated with a person or persons (unqualified) fer the 
purpose of treating persons in respect of matters requiring professional 
discretion or skill; 

2. Having acquired a part interest in ccrtain secret remedies, pre- 
parations, and medicines from unregistered persons, you are engaged 
in association with them in the sale for your own profit of such secret 
remedies, preparations, and medicines. 

The complainants were the Medical Defence Union, represented by 
Mr. Oswald Hempson, solicitor. Dr. Hamilion conducicd his own 
defence. 

Dr. Hamilton objected to an alteration in the charge; originally 
it read ‘in the t: .iment of persons,’ and now it appeared as 
“for the purpose of treating persons.’ His objection was over- 
ruled. 

Mr. Hempson said that the attention of the Medical Defence 
Union was first drawn to the matter by a paragraph which 
appeared in the Mexborough Times announcing the formation of 
a company to be known as “ Lunvitre Limited,” of which J. F. 
Hamilton was chairman. The address of the company, 105, Market 
Sireet, was Dr. Hamilton’s residence. The memorandum of associa- 
tion showed that the two persons with whom Dr. Hamiiton was 
associated were George Edward Jones, a miner, and May Edith 
Jones. The object of the company was to acquire ccriain pre- 
parations for the treatment of tuberculosis and afiections of the 
lungs. On another decument relating io the company the name 
of Dr. Hamilton was given as secretary. Dr, Hamilton’s defence 
was that the company had not yet traded; while even this was 
hardly correct, undoubtedly every preparation had been made for 
trading, and for putting this sceret remedy on the market. The 
Medical Defence Union might have waited until the remedy was 
being sold, and thus have given Dr. Hamilton move rope in order 
more effectually to hang himself, but that would not have been 
fair. The object of the Union was not to make crime, but to 


take steps to prevent it. Dr. Hamilton had also stated that }; 
position was no different from that of any other medical hig 
who had invested money in a trading concern; but. it must 
remembered that he took to himself certain obligations pa 
the Companies Acts and made himself responsible for carry; 
out those Acts. The law was that the name of the compan 

to be displayed at the registered offices, and thus it would 
about that the nameplate of Dr. Hamilton and the namagiat 
of this company would be contiguous, Mr. Hempson realized ¢ - 
there was no precise Warning Notice governing the position but 
the Council had made it clear that its Warning Notices did 
profess to cover all the infractions of ethical rules of which 
might take cognizance. He quoted a paragraph from the work of 
Professor Saundby : 
Tt of propriety for medical 

oners y 4 1 ; 

Dr. Hamilton was seeking to make a profit out of a tradi 
concern which sought to exploit a secret preparation—the reg} 
for which, pending certain formalities, was stated to have been 
placed in the strong room of a bank. It was a preparation which 
involved self-medication, again a practice to be deprecated 
especially in such a disease as consumption. Was it likely that 
this was io be put on the market and sold to the public withow 
some puffing or adverlisement in the press? A Mr. Webster wrot, 
for particulars of the “lunvitre treatment for tuberculosis,” 
and received in reply a letter signed ‘‘ per pro Lunviire Limited 
J. F, Hamilton, director.’’ Dr. Hamilton pleaded that the signa- 
ture was not in his handwriting, but this Mr. Hempson could not 
accept. The notepaper of the company bore a highly coloured 
representation of a Red Indian’s head, which, of course, gave 
suggestion of mystery. It would be stated by one witness that 
the recipe for the preparation was said to have been given to 
Mr. Jones, Dr. Hamilton’s associate, by an old Indian in Canada 
for services rendered, and the Indian’s head was intended as a 
trade mark. The letter to Mr. Webster stated that the company 
was not yet in a position to start the manufacture on an extensive 
scale, but would be pleased to undertake the commission of this 
correspondent. The letter added that the treatment had given 
wonderful resulis, and that enclosed with each bottle would be 
a wrapper giving extracts “ typical of hundreds of letters we have’ 
received.’’ The retail price would be 3s. for a week’s supplies, 
and the ireatment should be continued for thirteen weeks. In 
some correspondence with the Registrar Dr. Hamilton stated 
that he had taken the advice of an accountant, whose opinion was 
that there was no objection to his action, as the limited company 
was a separate entity. The Registrar wrote that the Council had 
never tried to control the invesiments open to a practitioner, but 
he thought it would be wiser for a practitioner to seek a return 
for his capital in directions other than patent medicines. The 
Medical Secretary of the British Medical Association, of which 
Dr. Hamilton was a member, had also made inquiries on the 
subject. A reply was sent, not by Dr. Hamilton, but by an 
accountant, who gave certain assurances and mentioned some 
strict safeguards which had been taken. To this the Medical 
Secretary hed replied that the safeguards seemed preity well to 
cover any objection which might be taken by the Gencral Medical 
Council, but at the same time he must express the view on general 
grounds that this kind of association was not desirable for a 
medical man. 

Evidence in support of the complaint was given by Mr. Geihing, 
an accountant, who testified to having received from Mr. Jones a 
bottle of ‘‘Innvilre,’”’ and by Mr. Sinclair, a membcr of the 
Pharmaceutical Society, who spoke to Dr. Hamilton’s signature 
on the letter which had been in dispute. 

Dr. Hamilion, tendering himself as a witness, said with regard 
to the signature that he did not mean that it was not from his 
pen, but that he had inientionally disguised it in order that as a 
medical man he might not be regarded as associated with’ the 
concern, It was never his intention to sign letters for the company, 
or to aci‘for the company in any respect in his professional 
capacily. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hempson : 

Do you agree that self-medication is improper?--As a doctor 
I think it is improper. 

Most improper—will you go as far as that ?—Yes, 

Do you not think that applics particularly in the case of tubcr- 
culosis?—It may be so. 

Do you think that tuberculosis ought to be treated by a collier?— 
I do not think so. 

Heve you got, as stated in this letter signed by you, hundreds 
of letters testifying to ‘ lunviire ’’??—Jones told me he had got 
hundreds.” 

Have you seen them?—I have seen a huge box which he told 
me was full of them, and I looked over one or two. IT knew of 
several patients in my own practice who had benefited. 

Why not give it to your own paticnts?—I should never make 
it up in any form, 

Why not?—-Because I did nct want to give any advertisement 
or recognition at all te the thing es a doctor. 
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But you thought it a wonderful thing?—I have no opinion of 


it as a dector. 


inion as to the merits of it?—No, Sir. 

pan you are going to sell it to the poor deluded public?— 
It has not yet been sold. 

Dr. Hamilton further said that he knew the constituents of 
the medicine, having seen the recipe before it was placed in 
custody. The Red Indian’s head was not a trade mark—it had 
peen refused. The origin of the matter was that Jones, who 


“had been a patient of hig, had wished to put this preparation 


on the market, and Dr. Hamilton had given him the opportunity. 


‘He had bad no intention of continuing aficr the thing had got 


started. He had not been aware that his house was the same 
as 105, Market Street; he had bought. land adjoining his house 
and leased it to the company, but his professional nameplate 
was about 150 yards distant from the nameplate of the company. 

Mr. George Edward Jones, in evidence, admitted that he gave 
a bottle of the medicine to Mr. Gething, but said that he did 
it to ‘oblige him as a friend. He denied a statement, which had 
been made by Mr. Gething that he {Mr. Jones) had said that 
because Dr. Hamilton was in the business he got the drugs 


‘cheaper. It had never been suggested that Dr. Hamilton's name 
- and qualifications should be used in any way. In connexion with 


“Junvitre,”’ the word ‘cure’? had never been used, but only 
the word “ treaiment.’’ Dealing with the letter about whose 
sighature some dispute had arisen, the witness said that he 
himself wrote the letter and iook it to Dr. Hamilton, who signed 
it in a great hurry without reading it, _and_ disguised his 
signature, saying that he did so in order that he might not be 
associated in his professional capacity with a patent medicine. 
Asked whether he could not himself sign letters as a director, he 
said he could not tell. Asked as to the style of the letter, which 
was that of a professional man, he said that he copied it from 
other business letters, but later in his evidence he said it was 
drafted out first and he copied it. Asked whether he ought not 


-to have accounted to the company for the botile sold to Mr. 


Gething, he said that he did not think so, as the company at 
that {ime was not trading. He agreed that the company was 
registered, but said he did not know that, as managing director, 
he was required to account to the company for every sale. Mr. 
Jones was asked many questions about his own activities. He 
said that he had attended “cases of haemorrhage,” and Dr. 
Hamilton knew that he had done so. He was not aware that 
some ignorant people called him ‘ Dr. Jones.”’ He had been 
onee or twice on platforms in connexion wiih tuberculosis. 

Mr. Jones’s examination had not concluded when the Council 
rose for the day. When the case-was_resumed the following 
morning Dr, Hamilton explained that consequent upon certain 
admissions which Mr. Jones had made in his evidence he had had 
some words with him, and the result was that Jones had “ cleared 
out,” and was not present to submit himself to further questions. 

Dr. Hamilton then addressed the Council for more ‘than an 
hour on his own behalf. He said that he realized now that Jones 
had been sclling this medicine, but he submitted that Jones’s 
conduct, in so far as he himself was ignorant -of it, ought not 
to be considered in his disfavour. He had done everything he 
could io act with due regard to the code of his profession. He 


‘had taken the opinion of the Registrar of the Council and of 
the Medical Secretary of the British Medicak Association, and 


the latter had said that the safeguards he had made pretty well 
covered any objection. ; 
The President pointed out that Dr. Hamilton had not quoted 


‘ihe whole of the Medical Secretary’s lejter, for he had gone on 


to deprecate this kind of association for a medical man; more- 
over, that letter was written in ignorance of such evidence as 
was now before the Council. ; 

Dr. Hamilion went on to say that it was very confusing and 
dificult for a young practitioner, without any Warning Notice 
from ihe Council, to know how io act. In everything he had 
done he had acted in good faith. He had now to admit that 


‘the whole association was a foolish’ one; it was entered into 


without sufficient thought. But he had ai least been honest in 
his folly. He had consulted a chartered accountant, who had 
consulted a solicitor, Where the directions of the Council were 
so vague there was sufficient excuse for being: misled. He had 
iaken every step in his power to see that his profession was 
kept out of this matter, though he was beginning to see that 
that was impossible. No matter what the decision of the Council 
was, he was going to sever his connexion with this company. 
Finally, he mentioned the various important positions he held in 
Mexberough, including that of town councillor. Should the Council 
overrule his legal arguments, he threw himself om its mercy. i 

Mr. Hempson said that Dr, Hamilton, although he described 
himself as a young practitioner, had been in practice for ten 
years. The Registrar had poinied out the exact position to him, 
so that he could not plead ignorance; he had stated that the 
Warning Notices were not to be taken as including every kind 
of questionable conduct. With regard to the Medical Secretary’s 
letier, this perhaps was not quite as strongly worded as it might 


have been; it was, however, written not to Dr. Hamilton, but 
to an accountant, to whom the Medical Seeretary might well 
hesitate to express himself in the strong terms he would use to 
a member of his Association. As for the first part of the charge, 
Dr. Hamilton had undoubtedly been associated with an unquali- 
fied person—namely, Jones, his co-director—who, a collier, was, 
on his own showing, going round treating cases of haemorrhage, 
and was publicly known as a vendor of this remedy. 

After consideration in camera, the Council came to a decision 
which was announced by the Present as follows : 


Mr. Hamilton, I have to inform you that the Council have found that’ 
the facts alleged against you in the notice of inquiry have been proved 


- to their satisfaction. They have judged you to have been guilty, on 


these facts, of infamous conduct ‘in a professional respect, and have 
directed the Registrar to erase your name from the Medical Register. 


DentaL Business. 

Mr. Dotamore, chairman of the Dental Education and 
Examination Committee, brought forward a report of the com- 
mittee on various matters remitted to it. The committee recom- 
mended—and the Council agreed—that the degrees of B.D.S. 
and D.D.Sc. granted by the University of Adelaide to persons 
who have complied with the regulations which came into force 
in 1928 should be recognized as qualifications entitling to regis- 
tration on the Colonial List of the Register. It was also agreed 
to draw the attention of the authorities in South Australia 
to the fact that apparently not all the degrees and. licences in 
dentistry gramted in Great Britain and Northern Ireland and 
the Irish Free State which entitle to registration here are 
recognized as entitling to registration in South Australia. 

The committee has had the question of Japanese qualifications 
under consideration, but has come to the conclusion that the 
differences between the system cf dental education followed in 
Japan and that of this country are so fundamental that it 
cannot recommend that any Japanese dental qualification should 
he placed on the list of recognized certificates entitling to regis- 
tration. Any individual application would, of course, be con- 
sidered on its merits. : 

After considering reports from the Denial Board, the Council 
directed the Registrar to erase from the Dentists Register the 
name of James Ireland, registered as of Costock, Nottinghamshire, 
** Dentist, 1921,"’ on convictions for drunkenness, and of Mihrane 
Haroutune Chirinian, registered as of Coventry Street, London, 
on a conviction for stealing. 


The names of Laurent Eugene Deprimoz and William Laird were 
restored to the Dentists Register. °
